of Obligation—Graft and High 


Cost of Living Related. 


(By Ellis B. Usher.) 


Milwaukee, July 12.—In. what was 
said in my last letter, from New York, 
I toad no purpose of singling out col- 
leges for criticism. I wa? merely giv- 
ing the results 
of some first hand 
"investigation," and it was, like most 
of the great investigations we. read of 
under big headlines, in these days, 
superficial and one-sided. It was in- 
tended merely to call attention to a 
large and uninspiring, fact, that busi- 
ness methods involving petty graft are 
almost univ.ersal and that they creep 
into college financiering as well as 
into the affairs of the great corpora- 
tions. 
I often wonder how much the 
public sense is dulled by the benefac1 
tion's of men whose names are con- 
stantly held up to the country as the 
embodiment of commercial piracy. We 
know that the millions of Rockefel- 
ler, Carnegie and Russell Sage are 
being lavishly contributed to promote 
philanthropies, not to say socialism, 
and that while so. many- treat all of 
these names . as 
anathema, 
nearly 
everybody runs to them 
for money 
for public uses and very few are at 
all troubled by its so-called "taint." 
The money is used with small sense 
of obligations or gratitude. The whole 
tone of such 
transactions, 
however 
jjure their pretensions, is negatively it 
not positively lowered. 
Graft and Cost of Living. 
This question o£ graft is one of the 
elements, and not an insignificant one, 
in the high cost of living, as speed is. 
The cost of service, too, grows con- 
stantly. I noticed a new- development 
of department .store service while in 
New York. At the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion the Grand Central and the Hud- 
son Terminal, a store has booths at 
which the customers 
in invited to 
leave orders in the morning, to find 
his goods packed and ready for him 
to take home at any time between 4 
and 6 p. m. That's a convenience, and 
will command trade, just as frequent 
and quick deliveries do, and the cus- 
tomer pays the 
bill, of course.

They tell me that if any fel- 
low ostentatiously advertises that he 
doesn't put" benzoate 
of soda in his 
products, .it'is well enough to look out 
and see that 
he doesn't use added 
acetic acid... concealed, with .sugar. 
This reminds me that .we hear it-of- 
ten repeated that benzoate of soda is 
put in to cover up rotten products, 
which, I am informed by a competent 
chemist is nonsense. All that benzoate 
will do is 
to stop fermentation. 
It 
will not deodorize. It is tasteless and 
odorless.

SOME WAYS WITH NEW VEGETA- 


BLES. 


Prom the beginning ol June until 


the close of summer, the question of 
variety of vegetables is an easy one, 
for the succulent vegetable Is the one 
we desire above all foods during the 
hot weather. 


We see in cook books, in magazines 


and newspapers writers who will tell 
us to put vegetabl&s on to cook in 
cold 
water. 
That 
all 
vegetables 


should be cooked in boiling water .our 
best authorities agree; neither should 
they be over-cooked or so seasoned 
that the natural flavor of the vegeta- 
ble is only guessed at by those who 
have a good imagination. 
For those 


who will enjoy messing up vegetables 
into composite conglomerations, there 
are many who will give directions, 
but the simplest method of cookery 
is that most liked by many. 


When you are pulling your first ten- 


der green onions, cut off some of the 
tops, prepare them carefully and tie 
in bunches and cook until tender, then 
serve vrith butter on toast, just as one 
likes asparagus.

oM-rripe and the juice ferment or the

Stir this into the boiling juice 
until the sugar is dissolved, bring to 
a boiling point and test a little in a 
cold dish.

Forepaugh. show there was an old 
gentleman by the name of. Jerry Fer- 
guson, who at one time was a half 
owner in the Van Amberg show, but 
as the saying goes the Van Amberg 
show "went on the rocks." and Mr. 
Ferguson and his partner lost their 
all. 
A few years after that Mr. Fer- 


guson came to the Forepaugh show 
and was kind of an assistant to Mr. 
Forepaugh around the front door, and 
while "Jerry" Ferguson, as he was 
known around the show, was an old 
man, he was a large man, fine look- 
ing ;ind a good dresser and had a 
voice that you could hear all over the 
show.
